Schiavoni,  the  faculty  advisor,  was  immensely  pleased  at  the  quality  of, 
and  the  response  to,  the  magazine. 

Work  on  the  magazine  counted  as  a  one-credit  elective  course.  Fifteen 
students  joined  the  staff,  selecting  and  typesetting  the  pieces  which  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  first  issue;  the  student  editor,  Scott  Thompson,  laid  out  the 
text  and  graphics  on  PAGEMAKER  IN  WINDOWS,  a  desktop  pub¬ 
lishing  program  on  the  hard  drives  of  our  PCs  in  the  computer  lab.  The 
galley  proofs  thus  were  taken  to  the  printer  virtually  camera-ready.  The 
final  product  displayed  high  quality  both  in  appearance  and  in  content.
